: ^ The  health  of  the  community  has  remained  good. 

The  vital  statistic  s for  the  year  under 
consideration  show  an  increase  in  legitimate  birth-rate 
and  a reduction  in  illegitimate  birth-rate,.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  all  causes  show  a reduction  as  compared 
with  1946, 


EPIDSI4I0LQGY. 

An  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  « v/hich  annunted  to  5 ~ of  which 
one  was  fatal,  'There  were  also  3 cases  of  Poli«- 
Encephalitis , none  of  which  proved  fatal, 

There  was  no  evidence  of  personal  contact  being 
the  most  likely  method  cf  spread. 

There  were  no  deaths -from  Measles  or  Whooping 
Cough,  In  recent  years • tin  -incidence  of  Measles  has 
shewn  a reduction  in  virulence.  An  effective  and 
reliable  prophylactic  against  Whooping  Cough  is  not 
yet  available  and  in  the  meantime  the  Ministry  of 
Health  will  not  sponsor  any  Immunization  Scheme 

until-.a  suit^  le  vaccine  ha.s  boon  found.

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  remained 
low  and  there  were  no  epidemics* 

During  the  year  29O  children  were  immunized 
and  735  re-imniunized  against  Diphtheria.  It  is  estimated 
that  approxima.t8ly  36*^%  of  the  children  under  five  have 
been  immunized j and  8o.8%  of  the  children  between  five 
and  fifteen.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report

Hater  is  supplied  for  the  V';hole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  hid-V/essex  Hater  Company,  which  covers  an  area  of  some 
272  square  miles  in  parts  of  Surrey,  Kants,  and  Berks.* 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’s  deep  wells  in 
the  chalk  at,,Gray'/iell,  near  Odihani,  and  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondall, ■ together’ with  the  pttmping  stations  at  Frimley  and 
the  station  at  Beenham’s  Heath,  Nr.  Hokinghan; 

Treatment. 


The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  grains  per 
gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply.  The  Company 
are  required  by  statute  to  red.uce  the  hardness  of  water 
supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in  view  of 
this  condition  the  supplies  of  v.’ater  from  Itchell,  Grey^fjell  and 
Beenham’s  Pleath  i^hlch  have  a total  hardness  of  19*5'  grains  per 
gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime  process  in  addition 
to  filtration  and  chJ_orination. 

Purity  of  Supply . 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  ravj  sta.te 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterv/orks  practice* 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  Company  and  during 
the  past  year  an  increasing  amount  of  waiter  was  required  to 
furnish  supplies  to  new  house  property  under  the  Council’s 
Building  Schemes,  but  these  and  existing  commitments  were 
satisfactorily  maintained  for  all  pu-rposes  vjithout  restriction* 

(I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging;  the  information  relating  to 
the  supply  and  treatment  of  water  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Mid-V/essex  Water  Company). 
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Four  samples  of  water  v;ere  taken  from  the  High  and  Low 
Level  mains  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  exaaimtion# 
The  analysis  of  all  samples  showed  the  water  to' be 
entirely  satisfactory  for  all-domestic  purposes* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSIIMG  AiD  3ALVAGB . 


The  regularity  o-^  collections  of  household  refuse 
and  salvage  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  District 
at  intervals  of  approximately  8 days.  The  shortage  of 
suitable  labour  for  this  class  of  work  still  remains  a 
difficult  problems 

Propaganda  has  been  continued  during  the  year  to 
encourage  the  salvage  of  .such  materials  as  paper,  textile-s, 
bones  etc;  despite  this  considerable  quantities  of  paper  are 
rendered,  useless  due  to  being  mixed  with  the  ordinary 
household  reiuse  instead  of  te  ing  parcelled  separately 
and  kept  out  of  the  dustbin.  It  is  still  not  generally 
recognised  by  householders  that  paper  that  has  already 
been  used  and  perhaps  soiled  after  containing  the  weekly 
joint,  or  fish,  is  still  a valuable  rav;  ma>.terial  for 
industry  and  if  every  scrap  of  paper  wa.s  kept  separately 
parcelled,  anc^  additional  per  annum  couH  be  obta.ino,d 

by  the  Council  from  the  sale  thereof  to  augment  the  general 
rate  fund. 

The  .Board  of  Trade  have  continued  their te  Paper 
Increased  Collection  Allowance^^.  The  yield  from  the 
District  still  Continues  to  exceed  the  official  quota  and 
in  view  of  this  a bonus  of  £47*19*5  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  during  the  year.

Whilst  there  have  been  no  loiovm  cases  of  food 
poisoning  occurring  in  the  District,  this  important  branch 
of  Vi/ork  calls  for  ever  increasing  attention,  not  only  to  the 
various  articles  of  foodstuff  , but  to  the  all  importa.nt 
standard  of  hygiene  in  food  prenises,  if  the  increasing 
^.mount  of  illness  and  deaths  • caused  by  infected  and 
contaminated  food  is  to  be  checked. 

All  food  premises  including  butchers ' shops , provision 
stores,  fish  shops,  bakehouses,  restaurants  and  snack  bars 
^’re  under  constant' supervision.  The  pra.ctice  cf  making 
joint  inspection  with  representatives  of  the  Military  ' 
Authorities  have  continu^ed  to  be  de  from  time  to  time,' 
and  vjhich'  has  proved  to  be  of  considerable  value  to  all  ■ 
concerned.  “ ■ • . .. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream, 

The  Ice  Cream ‘(Heat.  Treatment)  Regulations  .came  Into 
operation  In  May,  ■ These  Regulations  require  all  .ingredients 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  to  bo  pasteurised.  , 

Two  premises  have  been  registered -for  the- manufacture 
cf  Ice  Cream  in  the  District,  in*erach  case  the  preinises  were 
.made  to  comply  with  the  Council's  requirements  under  the  ■ 
oro visions  of  Sections  I3  and  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  193^*

CIVIL  AMBULAHCE  SERVICE. 


This  service  is  operated  by  the  Council  under  the 
direct  supervision  and  control  of  yoLir  Chief  Sanitary  luspB  ctor. 
The  Ambulance  is  avadlablo  for  cases  of  accident  or  urgent 
illness,  occurring  in  the  street  or  other  public  nlace  in  tlie 


Urban  District  necessitating  the  conveyance  of  the  sufferer 
for  treatment  to  hospita.1  or  his  or  her  residence#  These 
services  are  available  free  of  charge  if  the  journey  is  to  a 
local  hospital  etc##  Maternity  cases  are  not  removed  unless 
the  person  requiring  such  removal  la  s first  obtained  a 
certificate  from  a Local  Medical  Practitioner. 

If  not  engaged  in  the  above-mentioned  serv  ices,  the  use 
of  the  Ambulance., for  conveyance  of  causes  can  be  permitted  on 
payment  of  the  cha>.rges  .as  ' bet.  out  below#  Advance  booking  of 
the  Ambulance  can.  only  be  acceptod  provisionally. 

Accident  cases  take  priority.

Mo  charge  is  made  for  the  transport  of  accident  cases. 

A fixed  charge  of  5/“  end  10/6  respectively  lor  residents 
and  non-residents  is  made  for  journeys  to  local  hospitals. 

A charge  of  1/-  per  mile  for  residents  and  I/3  per  mile 
for  nen-residents  is  made  for  the  transport  of  other  journeys,

Transport  and  Staff. 

The  service  operated  one  193^  "Austin  20"  Ambulance  and 
owing  to  its  type  and  age  considerable  difficulty  arises  in 
obtaining  spare  parts  for  maintenance. 

The  ■ acquisition  of  a new  vehic'le  has  been  deferred 
indefinitely;^’ as  194-7  is  the  last  complete  year  when  the 
Ambulance  .Service  will  remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Local  Authority. 

D.iring  the  period  the  Council  has  operated  the  Civil 
Ambulance  Service , I think  they  can  justifiably  claim  to  have 
provided  a thoroughly  efficient  and  economic  service  for  the 
District# 

There  are  two  whole-time  drivers,  supplemented  by  a 
part-time  relief  driver.  One  male  State  pLCgistcr^d  Mursc 
is  employed  as  Ambul^co'  Attendant#

Rodent  Destructiorik 

The  Coun'cil  has  continued  to  administer  the 
provisions  of  the  Rats  and  ilice  (Destruction)  Act , 1919 > 
and  hac  also  provided  a specialized  .sorvic  o to  r esidentv 'of ' 
the  District  without  charge. 

During 'the  year  292  premises  were  treated  for  ra":  and 
r'ice  infestations:  and  as  a result  of  this  work  2.640  rats  were 
destroyed,  t ' : , . , • . 

A survey. of  the  Council’s  sewers  was ‘carried  out  at  the 
direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Infestation  Division). 

This  work ilnvo lye d the  .exajnination  of  I78  manholes,  these 
manholes  v;ere  test-baited,  46  were  treated  and ’takes* 
obtained  in  11*  and  the  necessary  trea<.tiiient  completed.  This 
result  revealed  a very  satisfactory  state  concerning  the  sewers.

The  Committee  has  met  regularly  at  Quarterly  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  The  object  of  the  Committee  is  to  disnuss 
problems  relating  to  this  special  branch. of  work  and  to 
co-ordina.tc  the  v;ork'  of  Local  Authorities  within  the  Workable 
Area. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Hea.lth  Committee  of  Frim]e  y 
and  Camberley  is  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  and  your 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  continued  a.s  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

Other  Vermin, 

Twelve  premises  were  dealt  with  for  bug  and  flea 
infestations  and  involved  the  treatment  of  22  rooms.  In  each  of 
the  cases  liquid  insecticides,  incorporating  D.D.T,,  were  used, 
in  addition  Gammexane  was  applied*'  ' _ . 

Bedding  end  clothing  and  other ''soft-furnishiipgs  have,  been 
dealt  \7ith  by  steam  disinfection.  '' 

It  is  the  a^actice  of  the  Department  to  follow  initial 

treatment  given  at  a.11  properties. v/qth  a further  treetsebt  after  a 
■'eriod  of  21  days  to  .allow  for  the  incubation  of  eggj^-  which  may  have 
been  missed.  Tne  'extra  viork  involved  fully  conipensai 06*  having 
repa.rd  to  the  results  obtained. 
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4 properties  have  been  treated  for  cockror.oh 
infestations* 

■'/rsps  and  Hornets  have  given  rise  to  a certain  amount 
of  trouble  during  the  season.  This  work  is  not  the 
responsibility  of  the  Department j there  have  been^  however 
many  occasions  when  residents  have  appealed  for  assistance 
in  dealing  with  this  menacej  particularly  where  nests  have 
been--built  under  the  floors  3 or  in  cavit^^  walls  and  roofs  0 
dwellings.  All  v/ork  in  connection  with  these  matters  is 
carried  out  on  a rechargeable  basis.  Fifteen  nests  were 
destroyed. 


Flies . 

An  unusual  and  heavy  infestation  of  a large' 
Institutional  building  occurred  rs  r.  result  of  an  invr.sion 
by  swa.rms  of  small  flies  of  a Species  known  as 
Thauratomyia  Hotata.  Like  many  other  insects  3 it  shares 
the  habit  of. coming  indoors  to  hibernate  on  the  approach  of 
cold  vjeather.  The  infestation  was  successfully  treated. 

Kosquito  Control. 

Certain  ditches  3 watercourses  and  ponds  in  the 
District 3 vdiere  mosquitoes  are  known  to  be  breeding 3 are 
sprayed -at  repnlar  intervals  during  the  season  r s a 
routine  treatment. 

The  Ho-se  Longhorn  Beetle. 

There  have  been  further  infestations  of  this 
particular  beetle  (H^'lotrupes  Bajulus.  L).  A nia  er  of 
properties  are  being  kept  under  observationj  including 
those  referred  to  in  my  previous  report. 

Referring  to  the  case  where  the  roof  timbers  were 
treated  with  Hydro-cyanide  Acid  Gas  - further  examination 
has  not  revealed  any  recurrence  of  activity,  or  any  fresh 
indication  that  larvae  are  still  working  in  the  timbers. 

The  Department  is  still  v.’orking  in  close  association 
w’ith  the  Forest  Products  Research  Laboratory,  Princes 
Risborough.

Stors^^.e  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit 
is  provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varp-ing  in 
capacity  from  2^0  to  2,000  gallons*  Cellulose  paint 
spraying  mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of 
one  to  five  gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplieb  of  these 
commodities  are  kept  in  brick,  metal,  or  other 
approved  fireproof  structures. 

ITo  Licences  have  been  issued  for  the  storage 
of  Carbide  of  C''"lcium.
